done what the law and the rules laid down 
for his government in such cases required. 

It must be borne in mind, that the military 
service requires on the part of those who are 
called into it, sound bodies, It is there- 
fore the imperative duty of the examining 
surgeon to see that those liable to do military 
duty are not disabled in any form, but are 
capable of enduring the hardships, and du- 
ties of a soldier, A person may appear out- 
wardly to be sound in body and enjoying 
good health, and yet he may have an impor- 
tant defect in his physical organization, possess 
8 frail constitution which only good care and 
attention to its wants can preserve, or in va- 
rious forms be incapaciated from certain kinds 
of Jabor. 

A writer in one of our Monthly Journals, 
who recently visited the hospital established 
by the Government at Portsmouth, R. L., thus 
truthfully remarks: 

*« Comparatively few are wounded men,— 
less than one tenth of the whole number. 
Most are suffering from diseases contracted 
by imprudence, bad air, exposure, hardship, 
and insufficient food. In some cases, and 
those the most painful, camp-life has only 
developed fatal diseases, the seeds of which 
were before in the system. ‘The scene in this 
hospital shows what great responsibility rests 
on the physiciané who examine volunteers for 
the war, and what a fearful wrong by send- 
ing into the field men physically unfitted for 
the soldier's duty. Thousand of lives, which 
have been lost to no purpose in this war, 
might have been saved by competency and 
fidelity in the examining surgeons. 

This duty of medical examination is, we 
are compelled to believe, too much slighted 
even by men who are conscientious in their 
regular medical practice. No man twho hus 
any evident physical difirmity, whether of the 
lungs or the keart or thé@limbs, should be allowed, 
whatever his zeal may be, to become a soldier in 
our armies. A regiment that is swelled by 
such recruits is weakened, not strengthened. 
The sick hold back the well; and the nation 
is burdened by an army of incapables, who 
are no better than pensioners upon its bounty 
from the very day of their enlisting. <A sur- 
prising number of those who are patients in 
in the Portsmouth Hospital have been in no 
battle ; and never would have been in 
the ranks, if the Surgeons who were appoint- 

ed to examine them had been skillful or faith- 
ful, Not a few have been received, as we 
have reason ww believe, on the certificates of 
quacks, who are ready to vouch for the scund- 
ness of all who pay them liberally.’’ 

Much more might de added in justification 
of those who have been exempted on account 
of physical disabilities. Enough has been 
said upon this subject to show the wisdom’ of 
the course pursued, ‘The correspondent who 
signs himseif «An Old Man”’ evidently in- 
tends to cast a slur upon the examining sur- 
geon for this place or intimate that that he 
had given certificates in cases where he ought 
not to. Such insinuations will not be heed- 
ed by that large number of our citizens who 
know the officer to be above suspicion and 
who believe that he has acted in a thorough- 


fy conscientious manner and with fidelity to 
the important duty committed to ‘him. Let 
me also add, that 1 know some of the *§ ex- 
empts’’ haye done more by acts as well as 
words towards raising the town’s quota than 
many of those who decry against them, 


Desrrvuctive Fire.—Last Thursday morn- 
ing the house and barn of Mr. 8. T. Sanborn 
were totally destroyed by fre. T'he furniture 
and every thing else movable were taken out 
of the house, but the contents of barn, con- 
sisting of a horse, other farm stock, and car- 
riages were burnt, The fire was first dis- 
covered issuing from a shed attached to the 
rear part of the house and connected with 
the barn, and the latter building was speedi- 
ly in flames. It then communicated to the 
house, and burnt on unmolested till it was 
entirely destroyed. The scarcity of water 
compelled the lookers on to witness the de- 
struction of this beautiful building without 
being able to hinder its progress. he house 
was large, elegantly finished, furnished with all 
the necessary conveniences, and was quite an 
ornament to the town, Its cost, together 
with the barn and land, was about $16,000, 
and the insurance was $10,000 divided among 
several stock offices. ‘The furniture was in- 
sured for $2000. ‘The origin of the fire is 
unknown, but it is supposed to have been the 
work of an incendiary. Mr, Sanborn’s son 
who is quite sick and feeble, was removed to 
the house of Mr. Andrew Wellington near by, 
where the family took up a temporary resi- 
dence,

Mr. Editor—Let me endeavor to give you 
a running account of our doings last week. 
It will be necessarily brief. 

On Monday, we returned to camp after 


being absent for ten days on picket duty, and 


I can assure you we were somewhat glad. 


On Wednesday, we went out for target 
practice, and did pretty well. We were th 
best out of five Companies that fired, hitcing 
the mark 25 times with but 46 men; the best 


that any other Company did was to hit th 


mark 17 times with 50 men, 


On Thursday, all was quiet until after 
dress parade, when we were ordered to get 
ready to march in light order. Soon after 
we went as a reserve to the bridge a few steps 
from here. We entered an old granary, and, 
there being nothing to disturb us, rested 


comfortably, perhaps I might say luxurious- 


ly, as it was the first time we slept in a build- 
ing since we left home

MIDDLESEX SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 
October Term, 1862. 
Frederick May, Petitioner, v. Joseph Ballard. 


Removal of the Guardian of a Person non compos, 
“evidently unsuitable? for the trust, within the 
meaning of the statute. The case was heard in 
Middlesex County, before Merrick, J., by whoin 
the following opinion was prepared. 

Merrick, J.— 

This isa petition by Frederick May, who 
is under guardianship as a person non compos 
mentis, wherein he alleges that the respen- 


dent, Joseph Ballard, is evidently unsuitable | 


to be his guardian, and praying that for this 
reason he may.be removed from his office. 
He comes before this Court by appeal from 
the decree of the Court of Probate directing 
it to be dismissed, 

It is claimed by the respondent that, as he 
is now the legal guardian of the petitioner, 
and is liable to be 
only upon its being shown by competent le-

gal evidence, as a fact established, that he 
has become ‘‘ evidently unsuitable” for the 
exercises of the trust or the performance of 
the duties of his office, the burden of proof, 
to entitle the petitioner to the relief he seeks, 
is upon him to sustain the allegation in his 
petition, and to show the alleged fact of the 


unsuitableness of the respondent to be con-| 
tinued as his guardian by a clear, manifest)
